commonly occurs may be of prime 
importance. If mineralization has 
been found to be "limited to one or 
two horizons in the stratagraphic | 
column, accurate mapping of the 
area will narrow the belt to be in- 
tensely prospected."

The United Slates government has suggest- 


ed to the Mexican government that there are 
certain questions on which they disagree 
which should be submitted to international 
arbitration. The specific matter referred to is 
the confiscation, over a period of years, of 
American-owned farm lands. Such uncom- 
pensated seizure of the property of nationals 
of another country, say Secretary Hull, vio- 
lates the good-neighbor policy. 


A five-man board is recommended, to be 


set up under the provisions of the general ar- 
bitration treaty of 1929. The two questions 
to be determined are: Whether, in taking 
over several hundred American farms, with a 
claimed value of 310,123,388, in the 11 years 
since 1927, Mexico has "complied with the 
rule of compensation as prescribed by inter- 
national law," and if Mexican non-compliance 
be established, in what amount and under 
what terms Mexico should make compensa- 
tion. 


The confiscated oil properties are not men- 


tioned. Their turn for arbitration will come 
if legal remedies already sought do not prove 
effective. Mexico is in a tough spot. In try- 
ing to carry out a far-reaching social pro- 
gram in behalf of its people, the government 
has frequently stepped on foreign toes or in- 
fringed foreign rights. Its intentions toward 
foreigners may be excellent, but Uncle Sam 
thinks it is time for something more tangible. 


NEW AND BETTER HOUSES 


For years the commentators have been 


telling the world that what we need is auto- 
mobile intelligence applied to houses. Every 
year automobiles get better in proportion to 
their cost. The six hundred dollar car of to- 
day is very much better in almost every way 
than the three thousand dollar car of yester- 
year. It is smoother and easier to drive, 
easier to ride in and requires fewer and less 
expensive repairs. Houses, however, remain 
much as they were. 


The fruit of all this demand for better and 


cheaper houses now begins to be seen. Take 
for instance a house built in 1926 at a cost of 
$9,970. It contained 21,000 cubic feet, cost- 
ing 47 ^ cents per cubic foot. Compare with 
this a house built in 1938 at a total of $8,400. 
It has 19,575 cubic feet, at a cost of 43 cents 
per cubic foot. Here is a slight gain to begin 
with. But the 1938 house has gas-fired air- 
conditioning, insulation and weather-strip- 
ping, ceramic tile bathroom walls, sanitas on 
kitchen walls and bathroom ceilings, plas- 
tered basement ceiling, screens and storm 
sash. These extras come to about $1,000. In 
other words, we are really beginning to build 
the better house for the lower price. There is 
a long way to go in this direction, but the 
start has been made. 


NECESSARY MINORITIES 


Dr. Frank Kingdon, president of the Uni- 


versity of Newark, certainly will never be 
sought by Hitler as an adviser. Dr. Kingdon 
believes that the only man "who has any 
thing to contribute to us is the one who dif- 
fers from us." In the same way, expanding 
the theory, he believes that a national life 
without active minorities grows "uniform and 
at last anemic." 


"The interdashing of cultures sifts and re- 


veals the values of all men," said Dr. Kingdon 
in a recent address to a group of educators. 
"Cultural interplay builds social strength 
Hitler in the long view is destroying the very 
Germany he seeks to exalt by eliminating 
minority groups. Exclusion is the technique 
of decline." 


Perhaps only time and experience can wir 


a hearing for such theories in Germany anc 
Italy. Though they are taksn for granted 
by most Americans, their vigorous re-state- 
ment occasionally should be good even here 
for families, educators, political partlei, civic 
organizations and public officials.

It i« now generally agreed that both heredity 


and surroundings or circumstances determine our 
character nnd disposition, althoiiRh the exact pro- 
portion of each will never likely be known. 


There Is one condition in life, however, that Is 


believed to bo always Inherited and that is what 
is culled allergy—sensitiveness or oveT-scnsiUve- 
ncss to various substances uch a food, pollen of 
plants, lur, leathers, and others. These substances 
»ro harmless or cause no symptoms In perhaps 95 
or 99 of every 100 individuals, but in the one or 
two cases in the hundred those individuals after 
eating or coining in contact wittt one of these sub- 
stances may have any one of the following-urti- 
caria (hives), eczema, asthma, hay fever 
hood 


colds, stomach and Intestinal upsets, or migraine 
(one-sided headache). 
These substances actually poison these aller- 


Klc" individuals and as the rset ot us eat or breathe 
m these substances without having these symp- 
toms it moans that there is something about these 
allergic individuals that is different from us; that 
is there is something different in their bodies. And 
this 'difference' is inherited as most of these indi- 
viduals, when closely questioned, state that one or 
both of their parents were affected. 


Fortunately, however, it is not inherited by all 


the children, sometimes only one in a family of 
children inheriting this allergic tendency. 
The 


tendency to these diseases—hay fever, asthma, ec- 
zelna 
jg inherited, but not the disease itself. Thus 


the grandparent may have asthma, the parent hay 
fever and the grandchild eczema. "Ono may be 
sensitive to feathers, the next to ragweed pollen, 
and the next to the whites of eggs. And yet all 
these individuals have the one common condition 
or characteristic—the ability to become sensitized 
or allergic." 
Although the individual has this tendency, ho 


will not acquire the disease or symptoms unless he 
comes in contact with the substance or substances 
to which ho is sensitive—foods he eats, pollen and 
other things he breathes into bis nose and throat, 
and things he touches with his hands. Certain 
drugs also may cause the symptoms. 


To prevent attacks, the avoidance of these 


substances is the first thought. As this is not always 
possible, kin and other tests of various substances 
known to cause symptoms are made, and when the 
offending substance is found, injections of small 
quantities of it are made into the skin to "desensi- 
tUe"'the individual. These injections, or giving 
small quantities of the offending food, may so 
arouse or develop resistance to the substance that 
the individual Is finally made free of all symptoms. 
His body or constitution has been changed.

The "Rip Van Winkle" 
was 


built for the Hudson river, to run 
between New York and Albany as 
a day boat. 
The career of this 


vessel forms one of the most in- 
teresting chapters in steamboat 
history on the rivtr -which carried 
the historic "Half Moon" in her 
quest for a short route to India. 


George Collyer built the -wood- 


en hull of the "Rip Van Winkle" 
in 1S45, and her horizontal haH- 
beam engine was built by W. A. 
Lighthall. She was 242 feet, three 
inches long with a 
breadth 
of 


beam of 25% feet. She was rated 
at 640 tons. 
Her cylinder was 


50 inches with a 10 foot stroke, 
and she carried two iron boilers 
on the guards, each boiler being 
28 feet long with a 7% foot shell 
diameter. 


When she first appeared, the 


"Rip Van Winkle" was a wonder 
both In performance and appear- 
ance, and she -was dubbed the 
"steam yacht." 
She was placed 


on the Day Line in opposition to 
the Troy boats, "Niagara" and 
"Troy," but she failed to make the 
time required and was hauled off 
the route. 


Staterooms were added to the 


"Rip" 
and she then became a 


night boat competing with the 
old People's Line and with the 
famous steamboat "Belle." 
The 


"Express" was running with the 
"Rip Van Winkle" at this time— 
making three different night lines 
running out of Albany in the year 
1845. 
Towards the end of this 


season, the People's Line bought 
the "Rip Van Winkle," and in 
1846 she was sent to the Dela- 
ware river to run between Phila- 
delphia and Cape May. 


In the fall of 1846 the "Rip" 


waa returned to New York by the 
people's Line and was placed in 
•en-ice 
in 
opposition 
to 
the 


"Belle," the only opposition ves- 
sel to the People's Line during 
that period. 


One morning when the "Belle" 


arrived in New York, her captain, 
Samuel Schuyler, found the "Rip 
Van Winkle" berthed In the slip 
at Park Place. Old Captain Scnuy- 
ler -was incensed at this action 
and posted bills to the effect that 


i he would continue to operate de- 
i spite all opposition, and would 


I carry passengers to Albany free 
! of charge. 
This -was the only 


I time in the history of the Hudson 
river that passengers -were regu- 
larly carried on river vessels for 
no charge, although in later years 
various opposition lines did charge 
as low as 25 cents per person. The 
result of this move on the part of 
the foxy old .captain was-the re- 
tirement of the "Rip Van Winkle" 
from the field, leaving the "Belle" 
to run the balance of the season 
alone. 


The 
following year Captain 


Schuyler purchased the "Rip Van 
Winkle" and ran her in opposition 
to the People's Line until 1851 
when he sold her to Daniel Drew 
and retired from passenger traffic, 
devoting his time to the towing 
business. Daniel Drew rebuilt the 
"Rip 
Van Winkle" and during the 


year of IS52 ran ber to Albany. 
Then he sold her to Captain Jacob 
H. Tremper who placed her In 
service between Rondout and New 
York. 
Later the "Rip" worked 


out of New York as an excursion 
boat, and then in 1859 she re- 
turned to the Hudson river trade, 
running out of 'Coxsackie.

pal, Watts returned to New York, 
discovered it really was the Wash- 
burn he knew and they decided to 
produce the play as an old-time 
relic in a Broadway theater. 


So Watts and Washburn called 


in Robert Sisk. now a movie pro- 
ducer: Willard Kecfe, the play- 
wright: Mark Barren, drama crit- 
ic; Jack Miley, sports columnist, 
and they all invested a share of 
the necessary capital to produce 
the play. 


Rehearsals started and were set- 


ting along fairly well when Bar- 
ron showed up one day with a ne- 
gro actor who had been a member 
of the cast of "Porgy" when Bar- 
ron had taken that play to London 
at the time he was an executive of 
the New York Theater Guild. The 
actor had also written a play called 
"The Son Of Old Black Joe" which 
Barron argued they should pro- 
duce before the Washburn play.

O "Little Lost Sister" was tem- 
porarily shelved while the boys 


took up another assessment and 
rented a rehearsal hall in Harlem 
where they began to cast 'The Son 
Of Old Black Joe." They rehearsed 
for four weeks when there arrived 
the night to open the show, discov- 
ered that they had been so enthusi- 
astic about the music and singing, 
they had forgotten to rehearse the 
story plot. 


By this time, too. they had been 


trying to write most of Wash- 
burn's "Little Lost Sister" into the 
plot of "The Son Of Old Black Joe" 
until it had become an irreparable 
mixup. 


So they took up another assess- 


ment among themselves bought a 
case of gin for their Harlem actors 
and went back to their several 
journalistic and theatrical jobs.

est months of the year, July and 
August. 


"The 
city recreation 
depart- 


ment has received a written com- 
plaint but has not done anything, 
not even the courtesy of a reply. 
They are working, evidently, on 
the theory that even If those liv- 
ing In the vicinity of the school 
do object, what are their objec- 
tions worth. 


"Those who favor a playground 


in the school yard are those who 
do not live in the vicinity of the 
school, and are, the majority, a 
type of people who do not want 
children to play in front of their 
own homes. 


"It it is so necessary to have a 


playground in that locality why 
not rope o(' a block on one of the 
streets, especially the 
block in 


which those who favor the play- 
ground reside. 


"How long do you think they 


would stand it? 
That question 


requires no answer. 


"With the school yard used for 


playground purposes we are awak- 
ened early in the morning to the 
strains of Farmer in the Dell un- 
til we wish the farmer resided in 
a much more warmer place than a 
dell. The noise finally ceases at 
9 o'clock or later at night. 
Of 


course Farmer in the Dell is a 
nice song, hut when trying to 
sleep on a hot morning it does not 
sound quite as agreeable as in 
more favorable circumstances. 


"Then1 and in conclusion, why 


pick on School No. 2 for a play- 
ground. I have not heard of any 


school grounds being so 
If we must stand a play-

ground why not open playground 
centers In all of the school yards. 


"What is fair for one vicinity 


is fair for another. 


"Is it the purpose of the educa- 


tion board tx> subject those who 
live near a school to have to stand 
tho racket all the year round, or 
may we look for peace at least 
two months out of the year?"

oral complaint was first made and 
I was advised to write a written 
one which would be taken up by 
the building committee.

during the World War and he has 
traveled the high seas on many 
boats 
since 
leaving his native 


Shanghai in 1922. 


A desire to do better 
for his 


family was his incentive, he says, 
for leaving the Orient and work- 
ing in tho 
merchant 
marine of 


many different countries. 


Always, ho said, he sent money 


back to those he left behind in 
China, and although he saw little 
of 
them, 
he 
knew they lived 


peacefully and happily until the 
ifccent Sino-Japanese outbreak. 


Charlie's family escaped harm 


in the earlier outbreaks, although 
then they were in the immediate 
path of danger. He heard from 
them at intervals and knew they 
were safe.

Charlie has 
attempted 
twice to 


communicate with his family and 
each time his letters, containing 
money, were returned. Now he is 
convinced they have been victims 
of the Japanese invasion and he is 
fearful lie will never hear from 
them again.
